gIokge the Third, intituled, “ An Act for the Relief of His Majesty s 
“ Popish or Roman Catholic subjects of Ireland:" 

And whereas it was in tire said Act recited, “ That various Acts of 
Parliament had been passed, imposing on His Majesty’s subjects pro- 
fessing the Popish or Roman Catholic Religion, many restraints and 
disabilities, to which other subjects of the said Realm were not liable ; 
and from the peaceable and loyal demeanor of Il.s Majesty s Popish. 
or Roman Catholic subjects, it was fit that such restraints and disabili- 
ties should not be continued; and it was thereupon enacted, that H,s 

Majesty's subjects being Papists or persons professing the Popish or 
Romm Catholic Religion, or married to Papists or persons professing 
tlw Popish or Roman Catholic Religion, or educating any ot then 
Children in tl.at Religion, should not be liable or subject to any penal- 
ties, forfeitures, disabilities or incapacities, or to any Laws for the limi- 
tation, charging or discovering of their Estates and Property, real or 
personal, or touching the acquiring of Property, or Securities afleefing 
Property, save such as His Majesty’s subjects of the Protestant 
Religion were liable and subject to; and that such parts of all Oaths as 
were required to bo taken by persons in order to qualify themselves for 
voting at Elections of Members to serve in Parliament, and also such 
parts of all Oaths required to be taken by persons voting at EfocUons 
for Members to serve in Parliament, as imported to deny that he 
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person taking the same was a Papist, or married to a Papist, or 
educated his children in the Popish Religion, should not thereafter be 
required to be taken by any Voter, but should be omitted by the 
person administering the same ; and that it should not be necessary iu 
order to entitle a Papist or person professing the Popish or Roman 
Catholic Religion, to vote at an Election of Members to serve in 
Parliament, that he should, at or previous to his voting, take the 
Oaths of Allegiance and Abjuration ; any Statute then in force to the 
contrary of any of the said matters in anywise notwithstanding 

And whereas it was by the said last- mentioned Act further enacted, 
“ That it should and might be lawful for Papists or persons professing the 
Popish or Roman Catholic Religion, to be a member of any Lay Body 
Corporate, except the College of the Ijoly and undivided Trinity of Queen 
Elizabeth , near Dublin, without taking and subscribing the Oaths of 
Allegiance, Supremacy or Abjuration, or making or subscribing the 
Declaration required to be taken, made and subscribed, to enable any 
person to hold and enjoy any of such places, and without receiving the 
Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper according to the Rites and Cere- 
monies of the Church of Ireland, any Law Statute or Bye Law of any 
Corporation to the contrary notwithstanding; provided that every such 
person should take and subscribe the Oath appointed by an Act in the 
thirteenth and fourteenth years of His Majesty’s reign, intituled, “ An 
“ Act to enable His Majesty’s Subjects, of whatever Persuasion, to testify 
“ their Allegiance to Him,'” and also the Oath and Declaration appointed 
by the said Act passed in the thirty-third year of His present Majesty’s 
reign, intituled as aforesaid 

And whereas Doubts have been entertained, whether, notwithstanding 
the said Provisions of the said hereinbefore recited Act of Parliament, 
persons professing the Popish or Roman Catholic Religion, who profess ' 
him or themselves of any Trade, Mystery or Handicraft, that do or shall 
come to inhabit, dwell or reside, in the said town of Galwaj, in order to 
follow their respective Trades, arc, under and by virtue of an Act of the 
Parliament of Ireland, passed in the Fourth year of the reign of his late 
Majesty King George the First, for the better regulating the Town of 
Galway, entitled .to he free of the said Town and Corporation of 
Galway: 

AND whereas it is expedient to remove such Doubts ; 

it therefore SDecIavct) anti Gfcjtaiteb, by The KING’S Most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, iu this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT the said recited 
Act of the Thirty-third year aforesaid, shall and is hereby declared to 
extend to the said Town of Galway, any thing in the. said Act of the 
Fourth year .of the reign of his late Majesty King George the First, for 
the better regulating ot the Town oi Galway, to the contrary notwith- 
standing; and that all and every person and persons, professing the 
Popish or Roman Catholic Religion, as well as Protestants, who profess . 
Kin or themselves of, any Trade, Mystery or Handicraft, that do or shall 
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inhabit, dwell or reside, or who shall come to inhabit, dwell or reside, 
7 in the said Town of Galway , in order to follow his or their respective 
Trade or Trades, shall and are hereby declared to be free of the Town 
and Corporation of Galway , and also of that Company or Corporation 
to which their respective Trades belong, without paying any thing for 
such Freedom, and shall continue Freemen of such Company or 
Corporation, to all intents and purposes, as long as he or they inhabit 
or dwell in the said Town, and no longer ; and that it shall not bo 
necessary, in order to entitle a Papist or person professing the Popish 
or Roman Catholic Religion to the benefit of their Freedoms as aforesaid, 
that he or they should take the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy or 
Abjuration, or make or subscribe the Declaration commonly called 
“ The Declaration against Transubstantiation any Statute now in force 
to the contrary notwithstanding: Provided always, That no person or 
3 persons are to have the benefit of their Freedoms as aforesaid, unless 
lie or they shall take the usual Oaths of Freemen, and shall also take 
and subscribe the Oath appointed by the said Act passed in the Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth years of His present Majesty’s reign, intituled, “ An Act 
to enable His Majesty’s Subjects, of whatever Persuasion, to testify 
“ their Allegiance to Him;” and also the Oath and Declaration appointed 
by the said Act passed in the Thirty-third year of His present Majesty’s 
■reign, intituled, “ An Act for the Relief of Ilis Majesty’s Popish or 
“ Roman Catholic Subjects of Ireland," before the Mayor of the Town 
of Galway ; who is hereby empowered and required to administer the 
said Oaths. 
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
